ROME, Jan. 13.—Chancellor Adolf 
Hitler of Germany was reliably re- 
ported today to have made himself 
a factor in British Prime Minister 
Chamberlain’s visit to Rome by urg- 
ing Premier Mussolini to keep the 
peace for one year before demand- 
ing fulfillment of Italy’s “natural 
aspirations.” 

From informed German quarters 
came the report that such a mes- 
sage was delivered by the German 
Ambassador, Hans-Georg Viktor 
von Mackensen, at the second of 
two conferences he had with the 
Italian Foreign Minister, Count 
Galeazzo Ciano, yesterday. Von 
Mackensen called on Ciano for the 
second time after close of the for- 
mal talks of the two premiers. 


Disclosure of Hitler’s hand in the 
Rome conversations came as Cham- 
berlain turned from his talks with 
Mussolini to pay his respects to 
Pope Pius XI. Chamberlain and 
the Pope were together for 30 min- 
utes. , 

U. 8S. and France Informed. 


In the meantime results of the 
Chamberlain-Mussolini talks were 
communicated to the United States 
and French Ambassadors to Rome. 
Ambassadors William Phillips and 
Andre Francois-Poncet were told 
about the conversations by the 
British Foreign Secretary, Viscount 
Halifax, in separate interviews this 
morning. Lord Halifax told the 
ambassadors Chamberlain did not 
get any promises from Mussolini 
and refrained from making any for 
Britain. 

Hitler’s message to Mussolini was 
interpreted as an indication that 
he was not yet ready to make pay- 
ment to Mussolini for his support 
at the Munich conference 
partitioned Czecho-Slovakia in Ger- 
many’s favor. 

Informed persons said, however, 
that Hitler probably would support 
Italy if Italy’s claims, principally 
against French colonial holdings, 
were not met within a year. 

Hitler had a full report of the 
Chamberlain-Mussolini con ve rsa- 
tions last night. He was believed 
to have advised Mussolini to give 
the democracies one year after 
learning through Yon Mackensen 
that Britain had taken a firm 
stand. 

Some British quarters here said 
that Chamberlain's visit was to be 
considered a success since it ap- 
peared that war had been averted 
for at least a year. 

Chamberlain will leave for home 
tomorrow. 

Evidence that the visit had not 
softened the Fascist attitude toward 
France was given by the newspaper 
Il Tevere in an attack of almost 
unprecedented bitterness. 

“An Italian’s spit is worth more 
than the French citizen at whom 
it is aimed and the third republic 
(France) is not worth much more,” 
the extremist organ said. 

It was on Lord Halifax’s invita- 
tion that the American and Frencna 
Ambassadors spent half an hour 
each with him. Diplomats refused 
to disclose what was in Lord Haili- 
fax’s summary or what the Am- 
bassadors thought of it. 


Report to Washington. 

Phillips went directly to his own 
office to report to Washington. 

Phillips was particularly interest- 
ed in learning what reaction the 
British fotind to a suggestion that 
Mussolini help advance plans for 
settlement of European Jewish 
refugees in African colonies, includ- 
ing Italian Ethiopia. President 
Roosevelt requested Mussolini’s co- 
operation through Phillips on 
Dec. 3. 

Francois-Poncet was interested in 
ascertaining what Mussolini might 


have disclosed as to hig intentions 


in the campaign to get further con- 
cessions in the Mediterranean at 


ns the expense of France. The French 


had refused to let Chamberlain act 
as mediator in the French-Italian 
colonial dispute. 

Indications were that Chamber- 
lain’s pursuit of peace in Rome had 
mot greatly changed the situation 
in Europe, except perhaps in that 
it created a clearer understanding 
on Chamberlain and Musso- 

ni. ; 

The Fascist press made it “plain 
that Italy would continue to ask 
for “justice.” Newspapers of

By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—Secre- 


tary of State Hull testified today 
that Washington “is swarming with 
sugar lobbyists who are hanging on 
our flanks to attack the trade 
agreement program.” 

Hull testified before the Senate 


Finance Committee in response to 
a resolution calling upon him to ex- 
plain why there had been published 
statements that this country had 
reached a sugar tariff agreement 
with Cuba. The statements were 
published in advance of the State 
Department’s official notice that 
negotiations for an agreement were 
to ke opened. 

In the course of the hearing, 
Senator O’Mahoney (Dem.), Wy- 
oming, challenged Hull to prepare 
legislation which would provide for 
a congressional investigation of 
tariff lobbying. 

Hull Promises Draft. 

“Will you draft it?” Hull was 
asked by reporters as he shook 
hands with O’Mahoney after the 
heated session of questioning had 
been ended. 

“Certainly,” Hull replied. 

O’Mahoney added assurance that 
it would be incorporated in the res-

AT THE CITY HALL 


Occupy Visitors’ Gallery 
After Aldermen Fail to 
Act on Their Request for 
$300,000 Grant. 


SEEK AID FOR THOSE 
DISMISSED BY WPA 


Not Satisfied With Passage 
of Resolution to Send 
Committee to Ask Legis- 
lature to Help. 


A delegation of about 70 mothers 
began a sit-down strike in the vis- 
itors’ gallery of the Board of Alder- 


had ignored their request for a 
$300,000 city appropriation for the 
immediate relief of more than 1000 
women fired by the WPA in the 
last two weeks. 

The board, after listenjng to the 
appeal for aid made by Mrs. Helen 
McKinney, leader of the delegation, 
voted to ask the State Legislature 
for funds to expedite relief for the 


women and to send its relief com- 
mittee to Jefferson City to push 
the request. This did not satisfy the 
delegation, which had marched to 
the City Hall from the Project 
Workers’ Organizing Committee 
headquarters at 2112A Olive street. 

As the Aldermen yere leaving the 
chamber, one of the women in the 
delegation sitting in the gallery 
leaned over the railing and shouted, 
“We are not satisfied.” 

“That's all you got to do, girls,” 
she cried, turning to the delegation, 
“Just sit. tight.” 

Plans for Sit-Down Strike. 

Mrs, McKinney, who had been al- 
lowed to make an oral appeal from 
the chamber floor in a 10-minute 
recess, rejoined the delegation in 
the gallery. She told reporters the 


trade treaty with Cuba, which re- 
sulted in today’s hearing. 

Denying the department had 
made any commitments in advance 
of formal negotiations for the 
treaty, Hull had said that under the 
procedure for drafting trade agree- 
ments “it would have been impos- 
sible” to do such a thing. 

Then, taking advantage of a lull 
in questioning, Hull asserted “this 
town now is swarming with sugar 
lobbyists.” 

“I don’t know what their pur- 
pose is, but some day it will be re- 
vealed and shown up to our con- 
stituencies. 

$350,000,000 Rake-Off. 

“T think it is only due the Amer- 
ican people, when our foreign trade 
is falling off, to know that the city 
is swarming with lobbyists who 
are hanging on our flanks to at- 
tack the trade agreement pro- 
gram.” 

Hull said he thought the State 
Department had “shown every con- 
sideration” for domestic sugar _in- 
terests and at one point referred 
to a “$350,000,000 rake-off” which 
he said domestic producers received 
“a few years ago.” 

Senator Ellender (Dem.), Louis- 
iana, said he did not believe Hull 
was “justified” in his statement 
about a “rake-off.” 

O'Mahoney, however, interrupted 
to say that the committee was di- 
gressing from the subject of the 
inquiry and Hull did not elaborate. 

Denies They’re Lobbyists. 

Hull’s statement about lobbyists 
drew statements and questions by 
Senators. 

Senator Adams (Dem.), Colorado, 
said that he knew of no sugar lob- 
byists in Washington. He main- 
tained that the only representatives 
here were bona fide sugar beet 
growers or sugar factory operators, 
who were invited to Washington 
for the State Department hearing 
on the Cuban agreement, 

“So far as the section of the 
country I come from is concerned,” 
Adams asserted in referring to 
Hull's charge, “that isn’t an accur- 
ate statement. I don’t think these 
people should be pilloried as lobby- 
ists or the inference left that they 
are being paid to use their influ- 
ence.” 

Hull said he was speaking only 
of professional lobbyists whom he 
asserted “are attempting gradual- 
ly to undermine and discredit this 
trade agreement program.” 

“And,” he added warmly, “I don’t 
intend to sit silent in the midst of, 
all this activity.” 

Can “See a Few Things.” 
O'Mahoney said he thought Hull 
was “condemning the sugar people 
on the basis that its a good thing 
to give a. dog a bad name before 
you h him.”

O'Mahoney demanded.

women planned to remain in the 
gallery until the Aldermen “decide 
to do something about it, even if 
it takes weeks.”

Organizing Committee. 

Apparently undisturbed by the 
demonstration, the Aldermen left 
the chamber immediately after the 
session ended. After assuring the 
women that no force would be used 
in efforts to evict them, Alderman 
Emmett Golden of the Twenty- 
seventh Ward, made arrangements 
for delivery of 70 box lunches to 
the demonstrators. Golden was un- 
certain whether the city would pay 
for the lunches. 

George W. Chadsey, Director of 
Public Safety, at first told reporters 
the women would be evicted at 5 
p. m., closing hour at the City Hall, 
When he learned of Golden’s ac- 
tion, Chadsey modified his remarks 
and said the women would be in- 
vited to leave. He said: “I'll tell 
them it’s closing time, but if they 
want to stay at their own risk the 
City Hall will be locked up with 
them in it.” 

March to City Hall. 

The mothers, most of them bun- 
died up in worn coats, sweaters and 
scarfts, formed a stragglnig pro- 
cession in the march to City Hall. 
About one-third of the group were 
NeXroes. Motorists and persons in 
buildings watched curiously as the 
wocen moved along Olive street to 
Twelfth boulevard and then to Sity 
Hall, 

Refused permission to march into 
the board chamber, the women took 
seats in the visitors’ gallery above 
the chamber. Mrs. McKinney sent 
a prepared statement to William L. 
Mason, president of the board. 

Before discussion began on the 
written request for city funds, Al 
derman Emmett Golder asked that 
Mrs. McKinney be allowed to speak 
in a 10-minute recess. Mason grant- 
ed’ the request, and the delegation 
leader and four companions walked 
to the floor of the chamber. 

“We have been laid off and there 
is no help for us at the relief sta- 
tion,”. Mrs. McKinney said in 
speaking at the recess. “We must 
have food and rent. A lot of us are 
being evicted and. we can't send 
our children to school.” 

In’ asking for the city appropria- 
tion,.Mrs. McKinney said the moth- 
ers wanted cash and not relief 
checks. She said: “We want to go 
to the stores and pick out what we 
want.”. 

She ‘quoted John K. Rowland, 
administrator of the City : Social 
Security Commission, as saying 
that lack of administrative funds 
would delay action on some of the’ 
applications for as long as 10 
months. The delegation leader de- 
clared it would be impossible for 
the women, some having six to 
eight children, to wait that long.

CLAYTON 10 POST 
UNSAFE SIGNS 
ON COURTHOUSE 


City Commissioner Orders 
Warnings, ‘Enter at Own 
Risk,’ Put on County 
Building Tuesday. 


The St. Louis County Courthouse 
at Clayton will be posted Tuesday 
with signs reading: “This Building 
Is Unsafe; Enter at Your Own 
Risk,” it was announced today by 
Alden B. Park, Clayton City Build- 
ing Commissioner. 

Meantime Park said he would 
write to the County Court demand- 
ing that the cupola over the north 
end of the building be removed or 
reinforced at once. He added that 
the warning signs would remain 
up, whether the Court acts on his 
demand or not, pending other steps 
to make the building safe. 

He admitted there might be some 
question as to the city’s jurisdiction 
over the Courthouse, but said that, 
owing to the urgency of the situa- 
tion, he had decided to act under 
the city building code and “let 
somebody else worry about the le- 
gal side of it. 

Park was a witness before the 
recent grand jury which, in its 
final report last Saturday, followed 
the precedent of a long succession 
of juries in criticising the Court- 
house as unsafe, 

The report ‘suggested that the 
Clayton Building Commissioner 
make a separate investigation of 
the structure, pointing out that if 
it were a private building it would 
have been condemned long ago. 
Park said today he had made a 
survey of the 60-year-old building 
six months ago and found it an ex- 
treme fire hazard and otherwise 
unsafe, but had withheld the re- 
port pending submission of a court- 
house bond proposal to voters last 
November. The proposal was de- 


feated, as four similar proposals 
had been in the last 14 years, 
Only today the County Court or- 
dered removal of a section of loose 
plaster over a corridor near the

Guards Fire When Convicts 
Dash From Cellhouse for 
Edge of San Francisco 
Bay in Dense Fog. 


By the Associated Press. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan, 13.—Five 
prisoners attempted to escape from 
Alcatraz Island prison in a heavy 
fog early today. 

Two were shot and wounded be- 
fore guards captured the five. 

The prisoners, all serving long 
terms, sawed their way out of the 
cell building at 4 a. m. 

The thickest fog in years 9b- 
scured the prison in San Francisco 
Bay. 

Making a dash for the water, the 
convicts refused to halt at com- 
mand of guards, who opened fire. 

Arthur Barker, serving life for 
the Bremer kidnaping, was shot in 
the head and leg and critically 
wounded. 

Dale Stamphill, also under life 
sentence for kidnaping, was shot 
through both legs. 

Others in Prison for Robbery. 


The other prisoners, thwarted in 
their attempt to get off the island, 
were Rufus McCain, serving 99 
years for national bank robbery and 
kidnaping; Henri Young, 20 years 
for robbing a bank, and William 
Martin; a Negro, under sentence for 
25- years for armed robbery of a 
postoffice. 

Barker, known as “Doc,” was 
convicted of the $200,000 ransom 
kidnaping of Edward G. Bremer, 
St. Paul brewer. 

Stamphill was convicted of kid- 
naping Dr. Fred L. Myers of Ludy, 
Ok., while trying to escape from 
the Oklahoma penitentiary where 
he was serving a life sentence for 
the murder of a prison guard. 
McCain was charged with having 
jeopardized bank employes’ lives 
and kidnaping bank employes in 
an attempt to rob the Idabell Na- 
tional Bank of Idabell, Ok. He 
was sentenced at Durant, Ok., on 
June 11, 1935, and was originally 
committed to Leavenworth. 

Young was serving a sentence for 
robbing the First National Bank 
of Lind, Wash. 

Martin was convicted of robbing 
a postal station in Chicago.

As virtually every Republican rose 
to support the amendment, Demo- 
crats hooted, “Look at the rubber 
stamps!” 

It was the first time the newly 
strengthened Republican minority 
had tested its strength on legisla- 
tion. It still had a chance, how- 
ever, to obtain another vote on the 
issue before the House finally dis- 
posed of the relief bill. 

House debate ended with a chal- 
lengt to Democrats to ignore 
charges that they would be “taking 
a fling” at Roosevelt if they ap- 
proved the cut.

HENDAYE, France, Jan. 13.— 
Spanish insurgent dispatches re- 
ported the Government front in 
lower Catalonia had crumbled today 
under an assault by Generalissimo 
Francisco Franco’s troops who cap- 
tured Tortosa, on the Ebro River 
south of Tarragona. Tortosa is 100 
miles southwest of Barcelona, 

Moorish cavalrymen were said to 
have crossed the Ebro, occupied 
Tortosa in the Government’s coastal 
salient and pushed on at least five 
miles to the northeast. 

An insurgent thrust toward the 
sea from Falset, to the north, had 


threatened to bottle up Government 
forces in the Tortosa region. The 
bulk of Government troops were re- 
ported withdrawing northward to 
escape, 

The drive in which Franco’s 
troops reached the Mediterranean 
last spring was halted at Tortosa. 

Rebels Hold Falset Roads. 

Generalissimo Franco’s armies 
threatened early conquest of all 
Lower Catalonia today as their 
steady advances intensified the 
danger to the Spanish Government 
capital, Barcelona. . 

The insurgent drive into Falset, 
an important town of 8000 inhabi- 
tants in the heart of a road net- 
work controlling all Southern Ca- 
talonia, brought Franco's troops 
within 10 miles of the Mediterra- 
nean and 30 miles of the vital port 
of Tarragona. 

Private reports from the Govern- 
ment capital said the situation ap- 
peared even graver than last 
spring during the insurgents’ first 
campaign through to the sea south 
of the Ebro, when many feared 
Government resistance would col- 
lapse. 

Government dispatches acknowl- 
edged after 30 months of civil war 
that “the fatherland is in danger” 
and made public yesterday's exten- 
sive new mobilization orders. 

These decrees, applying to men 
up to 50 years old, were reported 
privately to have disrupted Cata- 
lonia’s industries, which have been 
carried on by older men _ while 
young men were at the front. 

Confusion in Barcelona's dwin- 
dling territory was said to have 
been heightened by throngs of 
refugees from the battle areas on 
highways already jammed by mili- 
tary movements, 


Tarragona Under Attack. 


Franco's forces were reported 
to have isolated Tarragona by 
intense aerial and artillery bom- 
bardments. 

The bombardments were said to 
have cut many Government troops 
from their bases and to have para- 
lyzed the Barcelona militiamen’s 
retiring defense thrusts. 

Both Tarragona and Reus, nine 
miles to the west, were reported 
under heavy fire.

DETROIT, Jan. 13.—Hundreds of 
supporters of Homer Martin, presi-

besieged union headquarters in 4 
downtown building here today. 

Approximately 600 ‘men walked 


up a stairway towards the eleventh- 
floor offices where the executive 
board was meeting, only to be 
blocked by a door which could be 
opened only from inside the UAW: 
offices. Shortly after 3 p. m. the 
men removed the hinges. 

Nearly 100 of them entered the 
headquarters and were accorded a 
hearing by the executive board, 
which is in the fourth day of a 
special meeting. 

After the 600 who had climbed a 
stairway to the eleventh floor, 
where the UAW offices are, and 
had unhinged the door, some of 
them streamed into the corridor. 
But the staircase remained solidly 
blocked from the seventh to elev- 
enth floors. 

One of the elevators, which had 
been kept on upper floors to pre- 
vent their use, finally began tak- 
ing the men up, 20 at a time, from 
the lobby to the eleventh floor. 

Other supporters were arriving 
outside the building. A walkout of 
2000 Packard union workers to join 
the march halted operations at that 
plant’s small-car division. 

Subsequently Martin, in a tele- 
phone conversation with George F. 
Addes, secretary-treasurer and one 
of Martin's opponents in the union 
factional dispute, agreed to with- 
drawal from the building of all 
men except those employed in the 
offices. 

“You get your men out of the 
building and we'll get ours out,” 
Martin said, 

The assembling of the protesting 
men accompanied reports that Mar- 
tin intended to suspend 18 mem- 
bers of the 24-man executive board 
because of rumors that they in- 
tended transferring their meeting 
from Detroit to Milwaukee.

RPHY IS RE-APPROVED | 
BY SENATE SUBCOMMITTEE 


Action Follows Attorney-General’s Statement 
on His Course During Michigan 


Sitdown 


Strikes. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—Attor- 
ney-General Frank Murphy told a 
Senate committee today he had 
warned union representatives in 
Michigan that “the sit-down strike 
was illegal and . . . would alienate 
public opinion.” 

Murphy, testifying on his han- 
diing, as Governor, of sit-down 


strike “is an instrumentality that 
would undermine and destroy the 
vital right of ownership and pos- 
session of property.” 

The Judiciary Subcommittee before 
which Murphy spoke already has 
approved Murphy's nomination for 
Attorney-General, but he asked for 
permission to testify regarding his 
activities during the sit-down 


strikes. 


After Murphy concluded his tes- 
timony, the sub-committee voted 
unanimously to reaffirm its earlier 
approval of his nomination. 

“T have never condoned the sit- 
down strike or countenanced the 
disobedience of a court order,” Mur- 
phy said. “I believe in vigorous 
law enforcement. 


Would Eliminate Causes. 

“However, when there is wide- 
spread disobedience to the law, it 
is not enough to enforce the law; it 
is also necessary to discover and 
eliminate the causes of the wide- 
spread disobedience. 

“So the Michigan labor situation 
with which I had to deal involved 
something more than law enforce- 
ment. I was not dealing with a 
few vicious lawbreakers, but with 
thousands of self-respecting work- 
ers who felt that they had genuine 
grievances of long standing.” 


Murphy testified that to have en- 
forced the law “in a manner cal- 
culated to cause further breach 
thereof, further disorders, and even 
riot and bloodshed, would have 
been false to my own oath of of- 
fice and to the law.” 

Sit-down strikers, the former 
Governor said, were “guilty of vio- 
lating the law” and their conduct 
was “unlawful and unjustified.” 


“Condition, Not Theory.” 


“In that situation, with no recog- 
nized machinery to settle the dis- 
pute, I faced a condition and not 
a theory,” he added. 

“As chief executive of the State 
of Michigan, it was my duty to see 
that the laws were faithfully exe- 
cuted, But I conceived it to be my 
duty as Governor to see that the 
laws were executed in the manner 
best calculated in my judgment to 
serve the original and the ultimate 
purpose of all laws—to preserve 
public order and insure public safe- 
ty.” 

Murphy read into the record let- 
ters he had received from the late 
Newton D. Baker, a former Sec- 
retary of War, and Prof. Felix 
Frankfurter of the Harvard Law 
School congratulating him on his 
handling of the sit-down strikes.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—Naval 
plans for immediate fortification 
of the Island of Guam may become 
the focal point for congressional 
debate over President Roosevelt's 
$562,000,000 defense program. 

Well-informed legislators said to- 
Gay the project pointed toward a 
complete reorientation of American 
policies in the Far East. 

The President's defense message 
to Congress yesterday indorsed the 
suggestion of a naval board for 
immediate establishment of a 
major air and submarine base on 
the island—only about 1500 miles | 
from Tokyo. 

Advantages of Such a Base. 

Such a base, the board said, 
would: 

1. Assure practical immunity of 
the Philippines against a major 
attack. 

2. Reduce to its simplest terms 
the defense of Hawaii and the con- 
tinental coast of the United States. 

3. Assure the ability of the 
American fleet @0 operate with 
greater freedom in meeting emer- 
gency conditions that might arise 
in the Atlantic. 

Tokyo already has eyed with an- 
mnoyance the establishment of an 
American trans-Pacific commercial 
air line which'has way points at 
Honolulu, Midway, Wake and 
Guam. Japanese newspapers said 
these islands could be used for 
military as well as commercial 
planes. 

The air line was started late in 
1936... Since then army engineers 
have begun harbor improvements 
at Midway and made preparations 
to improve navigation facilities at 
Wake. 

Under the Washington naval 
treaty of 1922 Japan agreed not to 
fortify its mandated islands in the 
Guam area. The treaty has ex- 
pired, and some Congressmen de- 
clared Japan already has gone 
ahead with fortifications. 

Vinson Favors Early Action. 

Chairman Vinson of the House 
Naval Committee said he favored 
making Guam impregnable at the 
earliest possible date. His group 
may start consideration of the pro- 
josal next week. 


On the other hand, Representa- | 
tive Brewster (Rep.), Maine, who | 


fought much of the administra- | 


tion's naval] expansion program last. 
year, expressed conviction the 
Guam project would touch off a. 
congressional controversy “beside 
which last year’s naval debate will 
pale into insignificance.” 

While administration leaders cau- 
tiously voiced hope that the entire 


defense program would win speedy | 


House and Senate approval, expres- 
sions of many Democratic and Re- 
publican members evidenced a de- 
sire to examine in detail exactly 
how and why the money would 
de spent. 

This information, it was expected, 
will be sought from war and navy 
officials in a series of hearings: 
planned by a half dozen commit- 
tees. 

A House Appropriations subcom- 
mittee considered trying to put 
through as a separate item the 
President's request for $50,000,000 
to buy immediately at least 3000 
new fighting and bombing planes 
for the army. The navy would get 
another $21,000,000 to spend on im- 
proving its air force. 

Comment in Congress. 

Administration leaders in Con- 
‘gress, almost to a man, praised 
the program as moderate in view 
of conditions abroad, but among 


other legislators the response was 
more reserved. 

“I think Congress should take a 
long time to investigate the pro- 
gram,” said Senator Burke (Dem.), 
Nebraska, who objected to Mr.

Roosevelt estimated that 15 per 
cent of the labor needed for the 
plane building job would have to 
be skilled in the aircraft arts. He 
said the other 85 per cent could 
be developed rapidly by utilizing 
labor from automobile and other 
industries. 

Some plants, the President as- 
serted, probably would have to be 
expanded, All the new planes, ex- 
cept certain experimenta: craft, 
would be constructed in private 
factories, he added. 

Government to Make Guns. 

The Chief Executive said new 
guns would be made in Government 
plants as in the past and that he 
believed sufficient capacity existed 
for building all guns required. 

Asked whether new roads would 
have to be constructed to move the 
mobile anti-aircraft and other 
equipment, the President said a 
great deal of conversation and in- 
terest was being displayed by Con- 
gress in building transcontinental 
and north and south highways. 

He indicated WPA labor might 
be available in larger quantities for 
such highway construction, if and 
when they are approved, because 
most local improvements, such as 
sewage and other city projects, had 
been taken care of in past and cur- 
rent work relief programs. 

Trying to Speed Ship Work. 

Referring to conferences he has 
had with Charles Edison, assistant 
secretary of the navy, on efforts to 
speed up ship building, Roosevelt 
said the Government was doing all 
it could to eliminate any delays, 

He said there were no labor dif- 
ficulties, but that there had been a 
general effort by many navy yards 
to keep employment going at an 
even rate throughout the year, and 
this had a tendency to slow up the 
length of time to build a war ves- 
sel, 


Aircraft Plants Could Make 5500 
War Planes a Year. 
By the Associated Press. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 12. — The 
American aircraft industry can 
produce 5500 warplanes a year— 
more than doubling the current 
output—with the present factory 
space, Leighton W. Rogers, presi- 


dent of the Aeronautical Chamber 
of Commerce, said in a statement 
made public last night, a few hours 
after President Roosevelt sent a 
message to Congress proposing that 
$300,000,000 be appropriated for 
army military planes. Rogers said 
additional deliveries of most mod- 
els could start immediately. 

It is understood that the War 
and Navy departments have de- 
vised a scheme whereby production 
can be increased quickly on certain 
types of planes by “farming out” 
the particular design of one fac- 
tory to other factories. 

Though Rogers made no mention 
of the plan, other sources said the 
army might assign production of 
the “Boeing “flying fortress,” the 
Douglas bi-motored bomber, the 
Stearman primary trainer, the 
North American advanced trainer, 
the Curtiss pursuit and such planes 
asth e Bell “Aircuda,” to one or 
more other plants, 

“Our survey,” said Rogers, 
“shows that the industry can in- 
crease its military output more 
than two-fold by hiring more labor 
and installing machinery to prevent 
possible bottlenecks in production 
lines. 

“In 1938 the industry’s produc- 
tion aggregated approximately 3675 
Planes of all types. Of that pro- 
duction, there were 150 transports, 
300 private and business planes, 
1425 light planes and about 1800 
Military planes, including those 
Produced for export. 

“Yet, contrary to popular belief, 
the industry is nowhere near ¢a- 
pacity production. Some of our 
important plants have practically 
no business.” 

Rogers said that the average of 
150 military planes a month in 1938 
was stepped up toward the close 
of the year. It now averages about 
200 a month. .

Press Is Free, 
Gannett Says It. 


Is, in Joint Debate Over Radio 


Secretary Declares It Impossible When 
Counting House Holds Whip Hand— 
Crowd Boos Both Speakers.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—Debat-

mitted. The oratorical contest took 
place in New York as a part of 
the weekly radio program, “Amer- 
ica's Town Meeting of the Air,” and 
was nationally broadcast. 

Ickes argued that the press could 
not be free because of the financial 
affiliations of the publishers. 

“Freedom is impossible,” he de- 
clared, “even for a publisher with 
a sense of civic responsibility or an 
editor with noble ideals, when the 
counting office holds the whip 
hand.”

Gannett, speaking after Ickes, 
based his argument that the press

Boos and Hisses for Both. 

Unfortunately for the listeners, 
there was no definition of terms, 
and the debaters were talking on 
two different phases of the same 
issue. The immediate audience took 
sides, booing and hissing both 
speakers. The debaters so mis- 
trusted the other that the texts of 
their preliminary remarks were not 


made available to the press until 
just before the meeting opened. 

In the language of the prize ring, 
Ickes is a “killer” in debating tech- 
nique. He uses with devastating 
effect what the logicians call the 
argument ad hominem, meaning “to 
the man,” or to become intensely 
personal with an opponent. Gan- 
nett has the style of a “boxer” who 
seeks to seore points with the 
judges and the audience. Much of 
his rhetorical! strategy involves the 
punching of straw men. 

Ickes had the further advantage 
of advice from a large group of 
press agents in his own depart- 
ment, including two former city 
editors of metropolitan news- 
papers and several Washington re- 
porters, who could supply him with 
the examples of the distortion or 
suppression of news, as they had 
seen it. 


Ickes Quotes Brisbane. 

Opening the debate, Ickes an- 
nounced that the title of his re- 
marks would be “voluntary servi- 
tude,” thus implying that publishers 
willingly accepted the domination 
of their own and outside financial 
interests. He quoted with approval 
a remark of the late Arthur Bris- 
bane, Hearst editor, that “there are 
this 
country who could not be bribed 
by any amount of money outside 
their own pockets; but the money in 
their pockets edits their editorial 
columns every day.”

And the newspapers vied with each 
other to see which could show the 
most devotion to the makers of im- 
pure drugs and poisonous cosmet- 
ies.” 

On his third point—that the 
American press abuses its freedom 
by discriminating against groups of 
citizens not powerful enough to de-

Raymond Fisher of Hagarstown, 
il., driver for a contract milk 
trucker, was killed yesterday after- 
noon when the truck and trailer 
he was driving struck an automo-

to the und below. 

Fisher, 33 years old, died of skull 
fracture and internal injuries a few 
minutes after he had been removed 
to St. Mary’s Hospital, East St. 
Louis. He had delivered a truck- 
load of milk to the Pevely Dairy 
Co. and was returning to his home. 

George’ Lortz, Freeburg, Iil., 
driver of the automobile, told East 
St. Louis police he tried to pass 
Fisher’s eastbound truck on a curve 
on the bridge. The truck swerved 
to the left, he said, striking the 
rear end of his automobile. Lortz 
said he pulled sharply on his steer- 
ing wheel and that his machine was 
struck again by the truck as it 
plunged across the roadway and 
into the guard rail. Lortz was not 
injured. 

The coupling between.trailer and 
tractor broke when the heavy ma- 
chine ripped out a section of the 
steel railing. Both fell between the 
railroad tracks about 300 feet back 
from the East Side levee, the trail- 
er spilling part of its load of empty 
milk cans. 

Because of the uneven boundary 
line, East St. Louis police said they 
were uncertain whether the acci- 
dent occurred in East St. Louis or 
Centerville Township. 

Frank ‘Touchette and Frank 
Baur, special deputy sheriffs in the 
township, escaped injury when their 
automobile collided with another 
Lernek: as they were driving to the 
bridge to investigate the accident. 
Two Negro occupants of the truck 
suffered minor injuries, 

Fisher was employed by Peter 
Poletti Jr. of Collinsville, who op- 
erates several milk trucks.

AND EXPAND LCL. 


Commission Control of 
Oil Pipe Lines, Air Trav- 
el and Freight.

House Interstate Commerce Com- 
mittee introduced a general trans- 
portation bill today intended to aid 
railroads and bring all interstate 
freight 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, 

The legislatiun would reorganize 
the I. C. G., broaden its jurisdiction 
to include such transportation agen- 
cies as oll pipe lines and air travel, 
would permit different rates for re- 
lated carriers and would authorize 
the RFC to make equipment and 
other loans which the I, C, C. might 
approve, 

It also would permit railroads 
themselves, rather than the I. C, C., 
to initiate proposals for consolida- 
tions, mergers or purchases of fa- 
cilities, 

Léa’s bill would increase the mem- 
bership of the I, C. C, from 11 to 19. 
Nine members would function as a 
rate section and the other five 
would handle interstate transpor- 
tation finance matters. The other 
five would compose an appeals 
board. 

Special Appeals Board. 

In addition, Lea would create a 
special appeals board whose chair- 
man would be appointed by the 
President, A special administrator, 
also to be selected by the President, 
would be authorized to study gen- 
eral transportation problems and 
recommend legislation. 

Lea said the administrator would 
determine the “relative economy 
and fitness” of rail, motor and wa- 
ter carriers and would recommend 
steps to limit each type “to the pur- 
poses for which it is best fitted.” 

The bill, he asserted, would give 
the hew commission jurisdiction to 
regulate rates,. fares and charges 
of common carriers by water in in- 
terstate commerce on inland canais 
and coastwise waterways of the 
United States. 

The commission would be author- 
ized to prescribe minimum rates 
that might be charged by railroads, 
motor trucks, motor bus, coastwise

lines and air carriers, 
Rail Reorganization Board.

Minimum Rates. 

Lea said the commission, upon in- 
'vestigation, might prescribe the 
minimum rates for interstate com- 
merce under its jurisdiction. 

“This power,” he said, “includes 
that of prescribing different mini- 
mum rates for different carriers. 
‘The purpose is to restrict cut-throat 
‘competition by the same or differ- 
‘ent. types of transportation agencies 
‘and, so far as practical, protect the 
rate of the most eco- 
nomic carrier.” 

A commission minimum rate or- 
der would prevail over that of any 
other Federal regulatory body such 
as the Civil Aeronautics Authority, 
the Maritime Commission and the 
Island Waterways Corporation. 

The loan section of the bill pro- 
vides that where compliance with 
commission orders requiring Ccapi- 
tal is necessary and funds can not 
be obtained elsewhere, the RFC 
may advance money for reorganiza- 
tion or guarantee payment of a 
carrier's principal and interest on 
outstanding obligations, 

RFC loans also would be author- 
ized to “encourage thé employment 
of labor and to finance the acquisi- 
tion of equipment” under the com- 
mission’s recommendations. Such 
loans would be limited to $300,- 
000,000, 

Land Grant Statutes. 

The bill also would repeal the 
land-grant statutes under the terms 
of which railroads have charged the 
Government preferential rates, un- 
der certain conditions. This prac- 
tice, railroad officials have said, 
cost these carriers about $7,000,000 
annually. 

Lea said in & @etatement accom- 
panying his introduction of the bill 
that it was designed to preserve 
each type of transportation “in giv- 
ing the country the benefit of its 
economic advantages and to pro- 
tect it in the performance of those 
functions.” 

“It is intended to prevent or min- 
imize cut-throat competition and 
protect the public against the 
wastes and instabilities incident to 
such competition,” he said, 

Lea later went to the White 
House to explain to President 
Roosevelt the main provisions of 
his bill. He said it contained 
many but not all of the recommen- 
dations of the two special commit- 
tees created by the President to 
€ question last year.

JAPAN REPORTS SOVIET 
ARMS REACHING CHINA 


Says Supplies Are Being Moved ' 
Over Highway From Siberia | 
Into Northwest. |

SHANGHAI, Jan. 13.—Soviet Rus- 
sian arms and munitions were re- 
ported by Japanese today to be 
reaching China’s armies in increas- 
ing amounts by the great highway 
from Siberia into China's north- 
west. 

Domei, Japanese News Agency, 
reported from Taiyuan, Shansi 
Province, that 30 pieces of Russian- 
made artillery had reached the Chi- 
nese forces at Tungkwan, gateway 
to the partly-communized province 
of Shensi. 

Tungkwan, at the great bend of 
the Yellow River, has withstood for 
more than a year Japanese efforts 
to drive into the northwest and cut 
China's principal overland link with 
Soviet Russia. Northern Shensi is 
largely controlled by Chinese Com- 
munist forces. 

The highway by over which Do- 
mei said the supplies were moving 
runs through Shensi, Kansu and 
Sinkiang (Turkestan) Provinces to 
the Soviet border. Thousands of 
coolies are reported to have worked 
on it for more than a year.

Opposes Basic Science Law. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatcn: 

N the Jan. 4 edition of the Post-Dis- 

patch, I read an article regarding a 
“basic science law” to be proposed to the 
Legislature by the Missouri State Med- 
ical Association. I realize, of course, that 
in printing this item, the Post-Dispatch 
has merely presented the news and is 
not necessarily in favor of such a pro- 
posal. In all fairness, however, I would 
appreciate a presentation of the other 
side of the story. 

In December, 1938, 21 members of the 
American Medical Association were in- 
dicted for violation of the Sherman Anti- 
Trust Law. Among them was William 
C. Woodward, M. D., who is credited 
with having formulated the first basic 
science law in the United States. (Dr. 
Woodward is also a lawyer and is legal 
adviser for the A. M. A.) It seems evi- 
dent to anyone who is willing to face 
the facts that the Medical Association, 
not content with attempts at monopoly 
in its own ranks, is attempting, under dis- 
guise to eliminate other healing methods. 

Since the first basic science law was 
enacted in 1919 in Washington, D. C., 
and up to the present time, results in 
_gome 11 or 12 states where similar laws 
have been passed have been as follows: 
13.1 per cent of the medical applicants 
have failed to pass the examinations, 
whereas 47.9 per cent of the osteopaths 
and 74.1 per cent of the chiropractors 
taking the examinations have failed. 
From these figures, one might be led to 
believe that osteopaths and chiropractors 
gre not qualified to practice their pro- 
fessions. This is not true. When one 
is aware of the attitude of the A. M, A. 
and when members of the basic science 
boards are predominantly medical men— 
members of the A. M. A.—the reason 
for the failure of the great number of 
osteopaths and chiropractors to pass. is 
evident. 

In states where osteopathy and chiro- 
practic are recognized and licensed, 
boards of examiners consisting of mem- 
bers of their respective professions should 
be the ones to test the qualifications of 
applicants, as is now the case in Missouri. 
‘I am sure that, in keeping with the

A great deal happened between 1936 and 1938 and 
more may happen between now and November, 1940. 
But, on the basis of the evidence at hand, we are 
persuaded that Ohio chose the wrong Taft to repre- 
sent it in the next presidential sweepstakes. 

Judging from the detailed description in last Sun- 
day's Post-Dispatch, “Bob” Taft is the sort of Repub- 
lican stalwart who would have delighted the soul of 
Mark Hanna, who used to combine business and pleas- 
ure in his hobby of making Presidents. On the other 
hand, Charles Phelps Taft, the younger brother, is 
a deep student of public affairs, profoundly inter- 
ested in making government responsive to social and 
economic needs. 

A perfect example of the difference between the 
two men is found in their attitude toward the inde- 
pendent “Charter Movement” to clean up the rotten 
municipal government of their home town, Cin- 
cinnati. Charles Taft played a leading role in the 
third-party reform movement responsible for the 
adoption of the city manager form of government, 
but Bob hung back, supporting the Republican ma- 
chine which had given Cincinnati the name of the 
“worst-governed city in America.” 

Here was as clear an issue of public corruption 
versus honest government as one could wish, but Sen- 
ator Taft chose to run with the regulars. His action 
is in a degree comparable to that of the Republican 
politicians who, although they did not partake of the 
spoils, looked on with grandfatherly tolerance while 
the Ohio Gang of Harding’s day wrote the most 
sordid chapter of public plunder in the nation’s 
recent history. 

In addition to his part in the municipal reform 
movement, Charles Taft has been a prime mover in 
giving Cincinnati what has been one of the most 
economical and efficient relief administrations in the 
country. As a former chairman of the National Com- 
mittee on Human Needs, he made an important con- 
tribution to sound thinking on the role the national 
Government should play in administering relief. He 
served as a confidential adviser to Gov. Landon in 
the last presidential campaign and combated the 
efforts of the extreme conservative wing of the Re- 
publicans to take over the Kansan’s candidacy. Ap- 
pointed by the President to help mediate the issues 
in the “Little Steel” strike in 1937, he stood for 
the right of labor to bargain collectively with the 
employer. In short, he is the star of the Taft 
family. . 

Politics, it is to be conceded, will inevitably have 
its realists as well as its idealists. But from this 
vantage point, it does not appear that Senator Robert 
Alphonso Taft is the man to lead either his party 
or his country,out of the Slough of Despond. The 
best raw material in the Taft clan has been left, for 
the time being at least, to pine in desuetude back in 
Cincinnati. 

Time may prove that, in passing up Charles Taft 
for Robert, the Ohio G. O. P. has made a classic er- 
ror of judgment.

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A GROSS INJUSTICE IN WATER RATES. 

A scandalous situation comes to public notice as 
an offshoot of the controversy between the City 
Water Division and Representative Cochran over the 
issue of water supply for Federal fish hatcheries in 
Forest Park, The city supplies water below cost to 
schools, charitable institutions and manufacturers, 
Edward E. Wall, Director of Public Utilities, said in 
his letter published on this page last Saturday. In- 


amaze most citizens. 

It costs the city 8% cents per 100 cubic feet to 
pump, clarify and distribute water. Household users 
pay around 1t1 cents ‘per hundred. But manufac- 
turing concerns pay an average of only 5% cents, 
and the 302 largest users get their supply for only 
5.1 cents! Thus, the city subsidizes manufacturing 
interests by an outright gift of 3.4 cents on every 
100 cubic feet of water they use. The total amounts 
to thousands of dollars annually. 

It is simple-to determine who pays this subsidy— 
the household users, including low-paid workers, and 
even relief recipients. If anyone is entitled to fa- 
voritism from a municipal enterprise it is the ordi- 
nary citizen, who uses water as a necessity and a 
convenience. If anyotie’ ought to pay the city a 
profitable rate, it is the manufacturer, who uses 
~water to earn profits for himself. 

This situation makes Mr. Wall’s reason for opposing 
continued free service to the Federal hatcheries— 
“Waterworks revenue is in the nature of that of any 
public utility”—look exceedingly feeble. What pub- 
lie utility can Mr. Wall name that has a Policy of 
losing money on its largest customers?

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OLD HICKORY OR PROF. KEYNES? 

The House Appropriations Committee has prompt- 
ly approved the action of its subcommittee in trim- 
ming $150,000,000 from -the sum which President 
Roosevelt asked to tide over the WPA for the rest 
of the fiscal year. When the bill comes to the floor 
of the House, the appropriation may be restored to 
the $875,000,000 which the President asks, but just 
now it appears that Congress is interpreting the re- 
sults of the fall election as a mandate for economy. 

It would be all to the good if the President would 
re-examine the returns to ascertain any possible 
significance they may have had in this respect. In 
his Jackson day speech, Mr. Roosevelt went into an 
imaginary seance with Old Hickory on a matter of 
party strategy. We are moved to suggest that he 
commune with the Sage of The Hermitage, not by 
means of a seance, but by reading in Marquis James’ 
“Andrew Jackson, Portrait of a President,” the story 
of how his hero reacted when a Kentucky Cohgress- 
man brought the strongest possible pressure on him 
not to veto a certain appropriation bill. 

Leaping to his feet, Jackson replied: “Sir, have 
you looked at the condition of the Treasury—at the 
amount of money it contains—at the appropriations 
already made by Congress—at the amount of other 
claims made upon it? There is no money to be ex- 
pended as my friends desire. I stand committed be- 
fore the country to pay off the national debt. This 
pledge I am determined to redeem.” 

Jackson, of course, never would have been able 
to understand the compensatory spending theory of 
President Roosevelt's present fiscal mentor, John 
Maynard Keynes, But neither are a lot of people 
able to understand it today. 
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WHAT ST. LOUIS NEEDS: A RELIABLE WIND. 

The recurrent smoke pall curtained the city in 
gloom yesterday. Poisonous vapors clogged the breath- 
ing and obscured the vision of citizens. The dingy 
cloud brought the usual formula in explanation from 
the Weather Bureau: “Not enough wind to blow it 
away.” 

It is surprising that, while waiting for Smoke 
Commissioner Tucker to solve the problem, no fertile- 
minded St. Louisan has suggested a more obvious 
and far speedier solution.

brated his forty-seventh birthday in soli- 

tary confinement at the concentration 
camp Sachsenhausen. Over 100 delegations 
from all parts of Germany have appeared at 
the Berlin ministries pleading for Niemoel- 
ler’s release. 

Most moving and dramatic of all was the 
personal petition of Field Marshal von 
Mackensen to Hitler. This sole surviving 
war lord is a popular hero in Germany and 
has been feted by the Nazis. He is an out- 
spoken Evangelical believer, as was Hinden- 
burg. Mackensen, who is in his ninetieth 
year, stated his willingness to forego a mili- 
tary funeral and every public honor if only 
the Fuehrer would grant the request of one 
who might die at any time, and stated that 
his sole and last request was for the libera- 
tion of Pastor Niemoeller. - 

Mackensen vanquished the Russians at 
the Carpathians, but he won no victory from 
Hitler, The reason is evident. What will 
satisfy the Mackensen-Niemoeller type of 
Christian Nazis in Germany—and Anglo- 
American public opinion abroad—will en- 
danger real National Socialism by making 
bad Nazis. Moderation toward Jews, friend- 
ly gestures toward Chamberlain, internal 
quiet, religious tolerance, do not breed the 
“fanatical arid blindly obedient” type of 
Nazis demanded by Hitler. Germanic dei- 
fication, race hatred, defamation of democ- 
racy, glorification of force fill the bill. 

Six years have convinced Hitler that Chris- 
tions at. home and Christian , democracy 
abroad cannot be won over to approval of 
totalitarian racialism. 

“ + - 


Jan. 30 marks six years of Hitlerism. Dur- 
ing one-fourth of that time, Niemoeller has 
languished in jail or concentration camp. 
On July 1, 1937, he was taken to Moabit. 
His trial was postponed eight months be- 
cause in July Nazis lost legal cases against 
his colleagues, Dieblius and Jacobi, and also 
failed in a court procedure against the 
“Catholic Niemoeller,” Father Mayer. A se- 
cret trial in which Niemoeller brilliantly de- 
fended himself resulted in a seven months’ 
sentence, which he had already served. On 
March 4, 1938, he was placed in the dread 
concentration camp Sachsenhausen, having 
been seized by the secret police immediately 
after the trial. 

Since March 4 Pastor Niemoeller has been 
able to send but one written spiritual mes- 
Sage to the world. He is now allowed to 
write only his wife, and that but twice 
monthly. His letters may mention only 
everyday subjects, greetings, family affairs 
and the like, but no more inspirational ad- 
monitions such as he was allowed to send 
to his fellow pastors regulatly from the 
Moabit Jail while awaiting trial. 

In the midst of ordinary details in one 
letter to his wife, Pastor Niemoeller made 
a few marks with his pen. He wrote: “II. 


T wre other day Martin Niemoeller cele- 


Kor. 416,” giving to the world this word 
‘from Scripture: 


“Wherefore we faint not: 


in the camp library; his family and friends 


| donate many volumes to the library, which 


he and other prisoners devour eagerly. Hit- 
ler wrote in Landsberg, but has forbidden 
his most famous prisoner to do likewise in 
Sachsenhausen. 

Since Martin Niemoeller enlisted in the 
German Navy in 1912, there have been few 
more active personalities in Europe. Now 
for a year and a half this dynamo of energy 
has been confined within four narrow walls. 

As for his family, the Dahlem pastor has 
been nominally allowed to see his wife and 
one child monthly. This would ordinarily 
mean that he could see his entire family 
every sevén months, for there are seven 
children. Sometimes, however, he chooses 
not to see his children, for at sight of them 
he cannot keep his emotions under control. 


A while ago the three eldest of the five 
Niemoeller boys came to their mother. When 
she smiling inquired the meaning of the del- 
egation, their elected spokesman § said, 
“Mother, the three of us have decided to go 
into the Christian ministry, we admire fa- 
ther so much.” Her eyes shone as she told 
the incident. 

So far as can be learned, the present de- 
mand is that Niemoeller promise to leave 
the Christian ministry as the price of his 
release, Earlier he was twice offered his 
freedom if he would promise not to attack 
the state. His reply was that during the 
war, if he saw a ship with the enemy’s flag 
he sent a torpedo at it; now, if he hears 
any voice lifted against Christ and the 
church, he will send a torpedo off, regard- 
less of who the defamer is. 

Without promotion of any kind from the 
Confessional leadership, a steady stream 
of delegations has poured in upon Berlin 
from all parts of Germany. A delegation, 
composed entirely of militant Nazi party 
mémbers, came from the mines of West- 
phalia to plead for Niemoeller’s release, One 
gaunt miner arose and addressed the min- 
istry official thus: “I have the lung dis- 
ease that we miners,die of in Westphalia. 
My father died of it; his father died of it. 
My son has just entered the mines. If you 
radical fellows take our Christ away from us 
miners, what have we got left?” 

On a recent visit Martin Niemoeller told 
his wife he felt the hour of the church draw- 
ing near. The people will become desper- 
ately hungry for the bread of life, he de- 
clared. They will have less and less from 
life, less food and clothing, because of arm- 
aments, less security of every kind; then 
they will return to the church. Niemoeller 
added that he would do his part, even to the 
supreme sacrifice. 

“It is a great thing to feel one’s self up- 
held by what one has preached,” Pastor Nie- 
moeller wrote in one of his last letters from

OW that the Missouri legislative leaders

The legislative leaders have made up their 


minds to draw the line in the face of still 
further demands by social security. The 
age assistance benefits must be extended to 
new thousands between 65 and 70 by 194 
The aid for dependent children program is 
only getting started. The relief need hangs 
on unabated after the WPA splurze. 

Can the Legislature draw the line against 
more expense without hurting the persons 
most in need? 

There is excellent reason to believe that 
it can. Such a program has already been 
figured out, along with others, by statisti 
cians in the social security office. Old-age 
benefits can be extended to all needy perm 
sons over 65 and still remain within a 
onable budget. Underline the word “needy.” 

The commission’s decision to make only 
nominal payments to persons who have woe 
appeal cases in the courts is only a stop 
gap measure. The principle of payments 
only on a basis of need must be written int 
the law by the Legislature. 

Assume that the Legislature will meet the 
simple recognmendations of the Federal So 
cial Security Board. It will strengthen the 
authority of the State Social Security Com 
mission, provide it with enough help to ¢omb 
over the rolls (as it is required to do by 
Federal law) and open the way for assist 
ance payments according to need.

Note Denies Request 


for Special Privileges 


Not Accorded Others of Race—Reich | 
Would Consider Separate Cases.

BERLIN, Jan, 13.—The German 
Government disdlosed today it had 
declined to assure the United 
States that all American citizens 
in Germaty wotild be treated alike 
regurdiess of racé or religion but 
eaid it had offered to seek amicable 
solution of individual G&ses. 

The issue was raised by Wash- 
ington’s request for asstifances that 
the Nazi anti-Jewish deerees of No- 


vember would not affect Jews 
holding American citizenship. 

DNB, the official news agency, 
declared that the United States, re- 
plying Jan. 11 to a German note of 
Dec, 30, held to its viewpoint but 
declared itself willing “to clarify 
throtigh constiltation individual 
cases at issue.” 

No Special Rights. 

The agency said that the Nagi 
Government in its Dec. 30 note had 
declined in a fete dated Dec, 30 
to graft in principle the United 
States’ request for “special rights” 
for American éitizens in Germany 
without regard to race or creed. 

DNB said the disctission was 
started by the American Govern- 
ment in a note of Dec. 14 sking 
general assurances from the Ger- 
man Government “that American 
Citizens in Germany would not be 
‘accorded differential treatment 
because of their face or religious 
faiths.”

The office equipment, listed as 
asgets of the company by the trus- 
teé, was installed in the plant at 
2909 Washington avenue when he 
set up there in business for him- 
self, producing an extract known 
as “BSnapi-Cola,” Whittaker testi- 
fied, He said he first was em- 
ployed by the company in 1934 as a 
chemist and that in May, 1936, he 
formed his own company. 

Lewis testified that the day be- 
fote the bonfire he helped Whit- 
taker carry some records, includ- 
ing daily sales slips from truck 
drivers employed hy the firm, from 
the Damhorst office, 2007 Washing- 
ton avenue, to Whittaker’s automo- 
bile, The records and several oon- 
tainers of flavors and extracts were 
carried in three cardboard boxes 
to the automobile.

Damage Claims for Violence. 

All cases were understood to be 
those of Jews who claimed dam- 
ages as a result of destruction of 
Jewish property during the violence 
that flared Nov. 10.

The United States sought assur- 
ance that Jews in Germany hold- 
ing American citizenship would not 
have their treaty rights ebridged 
by the anti-Semitic measures de- 
creed by the Nazi Government in 
November, 

The United States’ request for 
such assurances, DNB asserted, 
“was based on the claim that it 
was a fundamental principle of 
American Government to make no 
distinction between American citi- 
zens because of race or religious 
faith and that it had always de- 


nied to other.states the right on 
their part to apply such distinctions 
to American citizens.” 

The German Government in its 
note of Dec. 30 recognized the right 
of the United States to establish 
certain political principles within 
its own borders, said the agency. 

A Different on. 

“It is a different question, how- 
ever, whether such principles pos- 
sess binding force for other gov- 
ernments concerning measures fall- 
ing within their sovereignty,” the 
German note continued. 

“Obviously this would be the case 
only if such principles either cor- 
responded to generally recognized 
principles of international law or 
if they were made the subject of 
special arrangements between indi- 
vidual states. 

“There exists, however, no gen- 
eral principle of international law 
according to which a state is un- 
der obligations to refrain from 
differential treatment of foreign 


Dec. 30 communication declared its

The DNB communique then as- 
serted that the German Govern- 
ment neither was the first nor the 
only one which considered differ-

Res of U. 8. Treaties. 

“Special Méasures had béenh ap- 
plied to certain categories of for- 
eign nationals only when German 
nationals of the same Gateg#éry Were 
subjected to these measures,” the 
reply said. 

It added that for ré&sofis Of spe- 
cial feadiness to oblige, Germaty 
had, wherevér possible, Goficeded 
more favoable treatment to foreign+ 
ers than to its owh nationals, 

The foreigh offiée repeatedly has 
assured the United States embassy 
that all American rights based on 
treaties with Germany Would be 
respected, 

“Until how no case was reported 
to the foréign office by the Ameri- 
Can embassy in Which such treaty 
rights had, in thé American opin- 
ion, beén Violated,” the reply cofi- 
tinued, 

DNB said the United States 
Government in its note of Jan, 11 
had insisted in principle on the 
position originally taken but had 
expressed satisfaction over the 
fact that “American citizens in 
Germany would have safeguarded 
the rights due them ufider treaties.” 

“Tt has declared its willingness,” 
DNB added, “to clarify possible 
points at issue in individual cases 
by methods of consultation with the 
German Government.”

U. S. Again Tells Nazis Not to Re- 
strict American Jews. 
By the Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13, — The 
United States is standing on its re- 
fusal to recognize Germany’s right 
to discriminate against American 
Jews. 

This was disclosed today in an 
exchange of notes between the two 
governments. 

A United States note of Jan. 11, 
the State Department said, ex- 
pressed gratification that Germany 
in a note on Dec, 30 had said it 
would respect the rights of Amer- 
ican citizens as guaranteed by the 
existing United States-German 
treaties. 

The American note, delivered by 
the American Charge d’Affaires, 
Prentiss B. Gilbert, said the Amer- 
ican Embassy would submit to the 
German Foreign Office cases of 
American citizens allegedly dis- 
criminated against. Germany, in 
her note, expressed willingness to 
examine specific cases. 

“My Government, maintaining the 
position set forth in the note of 
Dec, 14, 1938,” the American note 
declared, “reiterates its fundamen- 
tal position that it declines to rec- 
ognize the right of other nations 
to apply on their part to American 
citizens measures which would have 
the effect of arbitrarily dividing 
them into special classes and sub- 
jecting them to differential treat- 
ment on the basis of such classi- 
fication, irrespective of measures 
applied by other nations to their 
Own citizens on the basis of differ. 
ential classification of their own 
citizens.” 

The United States, in éffect, re- 
peated that it did not admit Ger- 
many's right to differentiate be- 
tween American Jews and Amer- 
ican citizens in general,

Nine. Others Accused. 

Formér Wardéfi William B. Mills, 
former Guard Captain James Ma- 
guire and two suspended guards 
were indicted with Craven on mur- 
der and mafislaughter charges, Five 
other guards were charged only 
wih manslaughter. 

The jury which convicted Cravén 
ignored the prosectition’s request for 
a second degree murder verdict. An 
indictment charging him with vol 
unftary manslaughter was ruled out 
by Judge Robert F. Lamberton. 

Craven, 39 years old, received the 
verdict without visible emotion. His 
wife, Mrs. Elizabeth Craven, and 
their 17-year-old daughter, Eliza- 
beth, were in the courtroom when 
the jury reported. 

The deputy warden was charged 
specifically with the death of Frank 
Comodeca, 200-pound convicted bur- 
glar, who perished with three com- 
panions in steam-heated punish- 
ment célls where they and 21 oth- 
er prisoners were conf’ned for par- 
ticipation in a hunger strike. 

Summing up the State’s case, 
Boyle denounced Craven for in- 
human punishment of convicts and 
declared the super-heated isolation 
block was a “hell hole.”’ 

Defense Attorney John R. K. 
Scott called Craven “a man making 
about $3000 a year with a wife and 
family to raise, caught in the mael- 
strom of a tragedy.” 

Charges Craven Was Responsible. 

“We charge that Craven is re- 
sponsible,” Boyle told the jury. “He 
had the management and control 
of the institution, no matter who 
élse may be found also responsi- 
ble.” 

“Those men,” declared Boyle, 
“were suffering tortures which we 
are loath to think about in this 
day and age, bad as it is. We 
would like to think that even our 
animals would not be treated as 
those mén were.” 

He turned to Craven and added: 

“When the law reposes confidence 
in a prison keeper, it expects him 
to use only the degree of force 
necessary to maintain discipline. 

Survivors—there were 21—testi- 
fied at the trial that the dying 
mén scréamed for mothers, wives 
and children, stepped on one an- 
other’s faces in the hot darkness 
and finally collapsed on the con- 
crete floors, The tortured men 
stripped off under clothing and 
dipped it in toilet bowls for water 
to moisten their parched lips, they 
said.

other is made up of receipts from 


taxes for special purposes, such 
as atitomobile license fees and gaso- 


line taxes for the Highway Depart- 
mént and many other fees and 
funds obtained for specific pur- 
poses, 

After deducting from the esti- 
mated receipts ox $86,786,500 in the 
general revenue fund $28,213,833 as 
the approximate one-third of the 
ordinary revenue which is allotted 
to the support of the public schools, 
leaving $57,572,667 for general State 
administrative purposes, the Gov. 
ernor added the $4,807,137 balance 
in the fund Jan. 1, making the 
total amount which he figured 
would be available $62,379,804. 

The Governor did not éstimate 
the amounts that would be received 
by the special funds, not from di- 
rect taxation, saying that it was 
impossible to present an accurate 
estimate. He recommended ap- 
propriations of $123,941,993 from 
these funds,

One cup granulated sugar. 


One teaspoon cinnamon. 


One teaspoon salt. 

One-half teaspoon grated orange 
rind. 

One cup thick sour cream. 

Four and one-half cups flour. 

Two teaspoons baking powder. 

One teaspoon soda. 

Beat yolks. Add sugar, cinna- 
mon and rinds. Beat until creamy. 
Add rest of ingredients and mix 
lightly. Chill dough for three hours 
er longer. Roll out dough until 
it is half an inch thick. Cut out 
doughnuts and fry in deep hot fat. 
Drain. Cool. At serving time sprin- 
kle with a little granulated sugar. 

These doughnuts are delicious 
served with fruit for dessert or 
‘with hot beverages for afternoon 
ro (If meant to be served for tea 
cut out smaller than for regular 
family use—or shape into one inch 


balls.)
